' Shii Abani Kanta Dutta established an intelligence post at 
Chud huyimlang in Cbaiigkihong Range, Mokukchung Sub 
division, Naga Hills DisLiict, on the 25th April, 1956, and from 
that day onwards served there collecting very valuable infor 
mation about the hostile camps their activities and plans, 
which he passed on to the army authorities lesulting in mam 
sutiessful raids by the troops The most iuipoitant of these 
was the capture of the Ao area headtjuaitcis from which a 
numbci of documents weie seized Tills was a great loss to 
the hostiles who marked Shn Dutta, and in fact all members 
of the intelligence service, down for revenge fiom that date 
Shri Dutta however continued undaunted to personally guide 
any Lioops new Lo the area, ami often travelled without any 
escoit in hostile territory to conLaiL his vanous souices, fie 
gained the confidence of the Nagas and his populaiity w'itli 
them was a furlhei cause of annoyance to the hostiles 

On the 18th August 1957, Shn Dutta had gone to 
Chudhuyimlang and on hi a way back was attacked In several 
well armed hostiles He tned to defend himself hut was 
killed. 

Throughout the penod of sixteen months during which 
Shri Dutla operated in the Ao area, his life was constantly in 
danger hut lie did not permit Lhis facL to dclei him liom 
doing his duty which he performed with gteat courage and 
for which he laid down his life. 

This awaid is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of (he 
rules governing the award of the President's Police and Fire 
Services Medal and consequently carries whli 1 l the special 
allowance admissible to officers of and below the tank of 
Inspector of Police as piovided in rule 5.

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 12 ill Marcri 1959 

No. 19(3)/57 CH.(II).— By their Resolution No, 19(3)/57- 
CT)A(MCl), dated the 19th February, 1957, the Government 
of India appointed a CommilLee to review (be Development 
of Milk Powdci and condensed milk industry in India and 
to make iccommendations about its development. The Corn- 
mill ee was also required to make recommendations legarding 
indigenous fabrication of milk power plants The terms of 
rcfctcnce of llie Committee were as follows — 

(l) To review the steps so far taken to develop the milk 
powder industry in India in the private and public 
settors and also under the auspices of Lhe UNICEF 

(ii) To assess the scope for further development of the 
production of milk powdci in India having regard to 
the present and potential availability of fluid milk 
and to suggest suitable locations for this purpose. 

(iii) To assess (a) present import; (b) indigenous produc- 
tion and (c) consumption of milk powder in India for 
different purposes. 
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(jv To make recommendations regarding tire nature o£ 
plant and machinery required for the manufactuie of 
milk powder keeping in view the present foreign ex- 
change position and to examine the scope for the 
fabrication of roller and spray milk drying plants In 
India in the near future. 

(v) To make Mich other recommendations that the Com- 
mittee may deem appropriate having regard to the 
objective of developing the production of milk powder 
in India. 

(vi) The Committee may also make an inqulty on the 
above lines in regard to condensed milk, 

2. The Committee submitted its report on Lhe lltli Decem- 
ber, 1958 and its main recommendations ate — 

(i) A weD organised indigenous milk condensing and dry- 

ing industry should be established as speedily as 
possible not onlv to meet the lequireinents of con- 
densed, evapoiatcd and diied nulk but also to pro- 
vide a remunerative outlet for surplus milk available 
in certain ateas which ts not being maikeled very 
profitably at piescul. llus step would add to tural 
prosperity. 

(ii) In selecting locations for milk manufacturing plants 
the fluid milk lequuemcnts, piesent or fuLurc. of 
large consuming centres should noL be lost sight of. 
In fact, these requirements should be satisfied fust 
and onlv surplus milk noL lequircd for liquid con- 
sumption should be used for manufactm ing pmposcs 
and wherever possible, a milk products factory should 
be equipped to handle matket milk as well. 

(iii) To make the cciuntiv self-sufficient in infant milk 
foods and whole milk powder, both of which arc 
lequiicd for consumption by priority consumers, 
preference should be given to the manufactuie of these 
products rather than butter/ghee and skim milk 
powder, both in the existing plants and the new' 
planls coming up in the public and private sectors. 

(iv) Due to lack of car c exeicised in the production of 
milk under Indian conditions, it gets heavilv con- 
taminated with bacteria which reduces its keeping qua- 
lity. In order to avoid such contamination, milk 
should be produced hygienically and extension work 
should be undertaken by competent technical staff. 

(v) Extension scivice is necessary to incieasc and inten- 
sify milk production in the selected aieas. The exten- 
sion work should consist of cnganisation of produceis 1 
co-operatives to market milk and to arrange supply 
of food, fodder, fertiliser, etc Special Staff necessary 
for this purpose should be employed by the State 
Governments concerned, 

(vi) Priority should be given by the States concerned for 
providing a net-work of all weather loads foi the 
transport of milk from the rural areas to milk pio- 
cessing plants. 

(vil) The question of indigenous manufacture of dairy 
equipment should be examined speedily by the Minis- 
try of Commerce and Industry in collaboiation with 
the Ministry of Food and Agnculturc and foreign 
exchange necessary for plants which cannot be fabri- 
cated indigenously should be released so that the 
projected milk powder plants in tile Second Five Year 
Plan may come up speedily. 

(viil) Milk suivcys should be Lamed out in existing milk 
pockets in different parts of the country. 'I he results 
of these surveys would be helpful in implementing the 
schemes lor the development of milk powder industry 
both in the public as well as private sectors. In the 
opinion of the Committee there aie many areas in 
Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, Bombay. Madias, Mvsoie, 
Madhya Pradesh, Uttar Pradesh and Punjab where 
milk powder and milk condensing plains can be set 
up. This should, however, he confirmed by cairving 
ouL detailed milk surveys, and a definite plan prepar- 
ed as early as possible for lire establishment 
of milk powder plants in diffeient parts of the coun- 
try during the next 5 to 7 years The plan should 
also indicate which particular aiea would be best 
suited for the location of condensed milk plants, 
roller diving or spray drying plants It would be 
desirable to entrust the wink of earning out milk 
survey to the Central .Staff employed in Ministiv of 
Food & Agriculture. 

(ix) Both roller diying as well as spras drying plants 
have their utility. The choice would depend upon 
the availability of milk, finances and the usage of 
milk powder in future. Roller drying should be 
adopted where the quantity of milk available is less 
than 300 maunds per day or where skim milk, butter 
milk or they arc to be dried for use as animal feed 
or for manufacturing purposes. Baby foods tan also 
be manufactured bv roller drying process. Spray dry- 
ing should be adopted where dried milk is to be 
.reconstituted for use on the table. 


(x) The National Dairy Research Institute, Kama] should 
pay special attention to the study of condensing and 
drying of milk produced by Indian cows and buffaloes 
at different times of the year. 

8. The Government of India after careful consideration of 
these recommendations have accepted (i) to (iv) and (vii) to 
(x) mentioned in paragraph 2 above and will take steps to 
implement them as far as possible. Recommendation Nos. (v) 
and (vi) are commended to the considciation of the State 
Governments.

32(lG)/59.~ In older to obviate delays and ensure 
smooth execution of woiks in Sikkim and Gyantse (Tibet), 
the President is pleased lo constitute a "Works Advisory 
Board" for the purpose of rendering advice to the Govern- 
ment of India and the olhcers of the Cential Public Works 
Department in thaige of works in those teirltories in regard 
to the following maLter:— 

(a) Regulation of tontiaiiors for works in Sikkim and 
Gyantse (Tibet). 

(b) Planning and piogiessing of woiks which will Include 
inter aha drawing up of a works programme during 
each financial year. 

(c) Broad scrutiny of proposals regarding majoi works 
including loads, which require the sanction oi the 
Government of India. 

(d) Acceptance of tendeis for works costing more than 
Rs. 2 lakhs and upto Rs. 5 lakhs only. 

(c) Negotiation of contracts for woiks costing upto Rs. 5 
lakhs in cases where there is no response after say 
the second call foi tendeis or whcie the rates quoted 
being high it is in Government interest to luing 
them down and await! the work by negotiations 
This however does not take away the existing poweis 
of the Superintending Engineer or Executive Engi- 
neer to award wink upto the limits they are em- 
powered to do under the rules without call for 
tenders. 

2 The Board shall lia\e the following as its permanent 
members. 

(i) Political Officer, Sikkim— Chairman. 

(li) Superintending Engineer, Calcutta Central Circle 
No III, Calcutta— Member. 

(lii) Assistant Financial Adviser, Minlstiy of Works, 
Housing and Supply— Member. 


The Ministerial woik of the Board including the prepara- 
tion of agenda, issuing of minutes and keeping record of the- 
activitlcs of the Board shall be carried on by the staff of the 
Political Officer, Sikkim. 

S. The Board shall have the authority to co opt as mem- 
bers officers of other Depaitmenls, etc if and when deemed 
desirable. 

4. Other functions —The Board will undertake such other 
responsibilities in connection with the execution of public 
works in Sikkim and Gyanlse as the President may entrust 
to it from time to time. 

The Board shall also peifoim the following functions:— 

(i) to call upon the Supei intending Engineer, Calcutta 

to invite applications for registration as contractors 
for works in Sikkim and Gyanlse; 

(ii) to ptcscribe conditions for registration and to 
examine periodically the list of approved contractors 
with a view to recommending the weeding out of the 
contractors guilty of malpractices or otherwise un- 
suitable. The tenders will, however, continue to be 
issued lo registered contractors of the Central P.W D, 
M.ES, Railways and Lhe State P.W.D in addition 
to the contractors icglstcicd bv the Board 

(hi) to recommend any procedure that it may consider 
desn able for ensuung expeditious completion of 
works 

(tv) to recommend the splitting up of big projecis into 
component parts toi the purpose of obtaining eco- 
nomic iates for execution of projects. 

tv) to recommend the execution of works otherwise than 
on the basis of tenders in cases where the woiks are 
ot highly specialised nature, 

(vl) to make recommendation as to the form in which 
tenders should be tailed foT i e. whether lenders for 
a parlitulai job should be called for on percentage 
iates, item iates oi lump sum basis. 

(vll) to advise the Government in regaul to any other 
matter referred to it in connection with the award 
of works, registration of contractors and execution 
of all woiks m Sikkim and Gyantse
